Objected Informalities 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

In The Claims 

Claim 52, line 1, after "wherein" should be inserted with -- a --. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. 112, Second Paragraph 

Claims 54 and 55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. 

Claim 54 recites the limitation "said toothed wheel" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 55 recites the limitation "said toothed wheel" in Hne 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. 102(b)
